TALK WITH FRANCIS. 


FORMIDABLE CARLIST UPRIS 
ING THREATENED. 


The Adherents of Don Carlos Defy the 
Government— Spanish 
Troops 
in 
Cubs Desert to the Rebels—W ar­ 
ship Disabled Off Havana and Ask­ 
ing For Assistance. 


Madrid, Sept. 18.—There are unmis­ 
takable signs in Carlist circles that 
Spain may soon have to face most se­ 
rious internal troubles, as well as the 
uprisings in Cuba, the Phillippine 
islands, and, possibly, Porto Rico. 
The Carlist deputies early during the 
present month took a determined stand 
against the adoption by the chamber 
of the bills providing subsidies for the 
Spanish railroads. They claimed that 
the money thus appropriated could be 
better employed in Cuba and elsewhere, 
protested against the whole policy of 
the government, financial and political. 
Later, when the railroad subsidies were 
adopted, the Carlist deputies withdrew 
in a body from the chamber. 
Under ordinary circumstances—that 
is to say, if the Spanish government 
had been hands free—these manifesta­ 
tions would have been followed by re­ 
pressive measures, including, probably, 
the arrest of the defiant Carlist depu­ 
ties. But Premier Canovas claimed not 
to regard the attitude of the Carlists 
in a serious light and gave it out that 
the government was confident that the 
pope, the clergy generally and the 
house of Austria would bring pressure 
to bear on the Carlist chiefs and pre­ 
vent any uprising. 
It was also inti­ 
mated that Don Carlos had promised 
the pone and Emperor Francis Joseph 
of Austria, within whose domains the 
pretender resides, not to do anything 
which would be likely to hamper the 
Spanish government in its task of sup­ 
pressing the insurrection in Cuba and 
preparing for the possibility of em­ 
broilment with the United States. 
In an interview with Don Carlos the 
pretender is reported to have denied 
that he has entered into any engage­ 
ment with the pope or with Emperor 
Francis Joseph not to attack the Span­ 
ish regency. Don Carlos is also quoted 
as adding that, while it is true that pa 
triotism enjoins a peaceful

4 Denver Wheelwoman Accomplishes a 
Remarkable Feat. 
Denver glories in many record-break- 
ng wheelmen and also in one record­ 
breaking wheelwoman. Mrs. Rinehart, 
i society beauty, who recently rode a 
Jouble century in twenty 
and 
one- 
third hours. The “Cycling West” says 
this is the first time a woman has made 
juch a ride, that few men are able 
to accomplish the feat, and that no Col­ 
oradoan has ever done it. Mrs. Rine­ 
hart left her home in Denver Wednes­ 
day morning a week ago at 4:05 and 
completed her first century over the 
Evans course at 12:45, or eight hours 
and forty minutes for the trip. After 
lunch and a rest of an hour, she started 
at 1:45 p. rn. for the second half of her 
ride. 
She rode to Platteville, thirty- 
dx miles, and returned to Denver mak­ 
ing seventy-two miles and completed 
the balance of the double century on 
the Littleton course.

Platteville road, and after making 113 
miles, she encountered a rain storm 
This continued until she found herself 
pushing through isolated mud holes 
and immense stretches of water, which 
submerged the road in many places. 
The last thirty miles was where her

pluck 
and 
endurance 
were 
brought into play. 
The distance was 
done in inky darkness. 
She was ac­ 
companied by her husband, who would 
have gladly relinquished any glory to 
sit beside a fire in a comfortable home 
in preference to braving the big elec­ 
trical storm which swept over Denver 
on that night, sending sheets of rain 
in the faces of pedestrians and cover­ 
ing the road with shimmering pools of 
water, discernible only when a flash of 
lightning lit up the road ahead.

tire punctured on the Littleton course 
and she rode fifteen miles on a flat tire.

Do the readers of the Republic in 
general know that there are and have

brilliant

tronomers of the present and past who 
believe and have believed that there is 
a great hole running entirely through 
the moon?

“Again on Sept. IS I turned the glass 
toward the moon and saw’ what I was 
sure was a great 
cavity 
extending 
through the moon’s body; and on the 
next night but one. Rector Jacob, who 
was with me, declared that to his view 
the hole was luminous, as though ex­ 
tending into the moon’s burning in­ 
terior.’’ Again in 1778 Admiral Ulloa 
and his companions perceived the same 
phenomenon during an eclipse, being 
able to look through the hole at the 
sun’s disk just as though it were a 
gigantic bead. At the time of the solar 
eclipse of July, 1860, Bout and Mann- 
i helm. French astronomers stationed in 
Algeria, observed and noted the same 
wonder.

The Scientific An­ 
nual for 1862 also mentions it on page 
388 and closes by saying: “The only 
explanation possible w’ould be that 
the moon is pierced by a hole.”—S t 
Louis Republic.
